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THE  CITY  OF  SHERBROOKH,  Quebec,  possesses  many  and  varied  attractions,  natural,  arcliitectural 
and  commercial,  in  keeping  with  that  rich,  picturesque  and  prosperous  rural  district  of  whicii  it  is  the 
metropolis,  and  which  is  aptly  called  "The  Garden  of  the  Province." 

The  publisher's  aim  in  issuing  this  souvenir  is  to  present  a  fair  representation  of  Sherbrooke  and  its 
suburbs,  which  will  be  prized  by  those  who  have  seen  and  admired  the  charms  of  the  locality. 

Sherbrooke,  as  an  inland  city,  is  founded  upon  a  site  of  almost  unrivalled  natural  advantages.  The 
waters  of  the  Magog  in  the  descent  thrcjugh  their  rocky  gorge  turn  the  wheels  of  many  important  industries 
and  much  power  remains  unutilized.  Tiie  City,  one  hundred  and  one  miles  from  Montreal,  has  a 
population  of  eleven  thousand,  and  is  on  the  main  lines  of  the  Canadian  Pacific  and  Grand  Trunk  and  a 
terminus  of  the  Boston  &  Maine  and  Quebec  Central  Railways.  It  is  a  modern  and  progressive  town 
and  in  size  or  commercial  importance  is  surpassed  only  by  the  cities  of  Montreal  and  Quebec,  in  the 
province. 

The  university  village  of  Lennoxville,  three  miles  distant,  is  represented  in  this  s()u\enir  bv  a  few  views, 
as  are  also  the  beautiful  and  popular  summer  resorts  of  North  Hatley  and  Little  Lake  Magog. 

The  object  of  this  book  is  not  to  describe  the  attractions  if  Sherbrooke,  but  a  collection  of  photographs, 
intended  simply  as  a  souvenir.  The  views  have  been  taken  principally  by  Mr.  George  Johnston,  photographer; 
thanks  are  also  due  for  a  few  of  the  photographs  to  Messrs.  P.  N.  Boucher,  of  Sherbrooke,  and  J.  J.  Parker, 
Lennoxville. 
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
